New York, Oct. 8.—[Special.]—New 
York’s Giants are champions of the 


world. 

The team, considered hopeless, the 
worst outclassed, the most hopeless in 
the history of a world’s series, a team 
without pitchers, took the Yankees, a 
team which was considered the great- 
est pitching aggregation, the most 
powerful hitting club in history, out 
on to the lot and made them look like 
a bunch of minor leaguers. In the 
final game of the series today, a game 
played before the greatest crowd in 
history, with 29,000 frantic fans turned 
away before 1 o’clock, the Giants won, 
5 to 8, after seeming to be beaten. 

The crash of the Yankees is one of 
the most astonishing things in the 
history of baseball. The team which 
has hammered the American league 
into submission proved a plaything in 
the hands of the Giants. With every 
element in baseball favoring them, 
save alone brains, they not only were 
beaten, but disgraced. Today, with 
a game at their mercy, with the Giants 
playing as if they did not care who 
won, the Yankees smashed in the 
eighth inning, and in the smash they 
gave the public a glimpse of the real 
reason of their disgraceful downfall 
before the Giants. 

Yanks No Match for McGraw. 

In the Giants’ eighth inning. there 
arose a question as to whether a bat- 
ter should or should not be passed— 
and the Yankee management ordered 
him to be given a base on balls. The 
order evidently irritated “ Bullet Joe” 
Bush, who had been pitching magnifi- 
cent ball, and he changed style, pitched 
as if he wanted to lose—and the 
Giants, who have seized every oppor- 
tunity, crashed through to a victory, 
grabbed from seemingly certain de- 
feat. 

The entire inside story of this 
world’s series perhaps never will be 
told. It is a story of a triumph of 
brain over brawn that would noi be 
believed in fiction. The Giants have 
out-thought, outgeneraled, and out- 
played the Yankees—and under their 
brilliant, determined, and enthusiastic 
attack the powerful sluggers of the 
American league, to use the language 
of their game, “dogged ‘t.” They 
were no match for the McGraw sys- 
tem, and tonight the dark hints that 
certain of the Yankees are secretly 
gloating over the downfall of Miller 
Huggins are being retailed with much 
gusto. Take nothing from the Giants. 
The team, knowing it was under a 
heavy handicap, Knowing that the 
odds were against them, laid a plan of 
campaign which was carried out bril- 
liantly. 

Triumph of Smart Baseball. 

It was really a triumph of McGraw 
and smart baseball over Huggins and 
the slugging system of play.

OUR EARTH ATOM 
WHEN COMPARED 
TO THIS GROUP 


Cambridge, Mass., Oct. §.—The large 
magellianic cloud, a group of stars and 
nebule visible from the southern hemi- 
sphere which is believed to be a sort 
of small universe in itself, proves to 
be of staggering dimensions, it was 
announced from the Harvard college 
observatory today. 

The first measurements of the dis- 
tance and the size of the cloud, ac- 
complished by Harvard astronomers 
from photographic plates made at their 
Peruvian station, have established that 
it is 110,000 light years from the earth 
and that its linear diameter is about 
15,000 light years. A light year is 
6,000,00C,000,000 miles. 

The large magellanic cloud, which 
resembles in. appearance , the milky 
way, is separated from that system of 
stars of which our solar system is a 
small part. Photometric measures of 
the magellanic stars indicate that 
many are actually far brighter than 
any yet found in our solar system.

THE BAN ON SHIP LIQUOR. 
_ Attorney. General Daugherty’s decision prohib- 
iting entrance into American waters of foreign 
‘ships bearing liquor, sealed or open, as well as 
eliminating liquor from the stores of all American 
ships everywhere, opens up a new phase of the 
prohibition question. It promises immediate inter- 
national complications. | 
The purpose of our prohibition amendment is 
simple and clear. It was adopted to stop produc- 
tion, consumption, and trade in alcoholic bever- 
ages within United States territory. Not even the 
most rabid pfohibitionist intended that the amend- 
ment should be made to apply to the high seas or 
to the people of other nations, not prohibitionist, 
traveling upon the high seas. Yet the Daugherty 
_ruling extends it to such application. 
Under such a ruling, we may assume, travelers 
from France,-Italy, or Great Britain,“ where cus- 
toms of centuries have approved the use of alco- 
holic beverages, will be forced to change their hab- 
its on the high seas, far from American jurisdic- 
‘tign, if they wish’ to visit this country on business 
5 pte and return to their own land. A law 
which was intended for correction of evil in the 
United States is thus arbitrarily extended, in effect, 
to other countries and to other peoples who are 
as fixed in their belief that alcoholic beverages are 
beneficial and perfectly moral as are American 
‘prohibitionists that they are harmful and vicious. 
The reason for that arbitrary extension of the 
amendment to the high seas appears to us to be 
clear. American ships are held to be American 
territory. American territory is held to be dry by 
law. Therefore American ships'must be dry. It 
‘is a simple syllogism. . But if American ships are 
-thus made dry they will be handicapped in compe- 
‘tition with British, French, Japanese, or other 
ships catering to passenger trade and providing 
alcoholie beverages. which help to attract such 
trade. Therefore, Mr. Daugherty, perbaps with 
ihe approvalot Mg.Lasker of the shipping board, 
‘with whom he gonferred, rules to make competing 
foreign ships equally dry. 
Theoretically they are privileged to bring enough 
liquor from ‘their home ports to supply their pas- 
sengers ‘up to the moment of entering American 
territorial waters, but no further. Theoretically 
they can renew their supplies from lighters out- 
side United States waters on their return trip. 
‘Practically this would be difficult. We place upon 
them, restrictions which are not only contrary to 
their economic welfare but in direct opposition to 
their customs, habits of life, and principles of con- 
duct. We need not,expect them to submit without 
a struggle. Morally they are on ground as firm 
as we are. They are doing what they conscien- 
tiously believe is right. : ; | 
International complications are bound to result. 
If we put hampering restrictions upon £uropean 
or oriental vessels plying to American ports they 
will retaliate. They probably will not refuse ad- 
mission to their ports of American vessels which do 
not carry liquor, though that-would be much the 
same action in theireyes as that which we are 
taking. But they can fix port tolls, dockage and 
lighterage fees, etc., which will subject ‘American 
shipping to a@ financial handicap equal to that 
which we place upon them by reducing their at- 
tractiveness to passengers. However great the 
‘subsidy which we may grant to United States ves- 
‘gels, foreign countries, indignant at our legislation, 
ican eat it up by collection of prohibitive tolls no 
‘ess arbitrary than our rulings.

The present decision of the solicitor is highly 
technical and based on false statements and, we 
believe, erroneous conclusions.

BETTER SAFE THAN SORRY. 


Fifty-one years ago today Chicago was in flames. | 
The disaster rendered thousands homeless*® and | 
destroyed property worth’millions upon millions, 
of dollars. It is still the outstanding tragedy and | 
point of spectacular interest in the history of the) 
city and a point of note in the history of the | 


country. | 

Yet already in this year 1922 fire losses in this | 
country havg exceeded the losses in the great Chi-| 
eago fire of 1871 by millions of dollars. We do | 
not.consider.such burnings, such loss of life and | 
property, a holocaust. Most of us give them no} 
thought whatever, because they do not come home! 
to us, but the fact remaing that in the first eight | 
months of this year property worth $251,106,850 
was destroyed by fire in the United States. Those; 
are astonishing figures. They are collected to as- 
topish and startle the indifferent people of this 
country into a realization of the tremendots waste 
going on about them, ‘and, ff possible, to move them 
to avoid such waste. 

Most fires could be prevented with care. It is 
the duty of every citizen to exercise such care. In 
this period of autumn, for instance, when fires ar 
being kindled in homes, factories, and apartment 
houses, there will be many serious fires due to neg- | 
lect of househdWMers and janitors to make certain! 
that flues are in good order, inflammable rubbish 
is removed from basements, coal is properly stored, 
ete. Dampness has rusted many pipes and flues 
in the course of the summer. Sudden heat and 
strong: drafts will break down these weak spots 
and break out in es which may destroy a dwell. 
ing or a block. A careful inspection of all flues, 
pipes, and fire boxes now will prevent innumerable 
fires in the course of the winter. 

‘Change of fuel from hard to soft coal, as is being 
made necessary in many places because of the 
coal strike, is another source of potential danger. 
Soft coal makes thick soot in chimneys. Not in- 
frequently this soot becomes ignited, with damag- 
ing results: A simple method of clearing the chim- 
neys of such dangerous accumulations is the burn- 
ing of common dry salt, in amounts ranging from 
a pound to a few shovelfuls, depending upon the 
size of the furnace, 6n a glowing bed of coal in 
the firebox. It ig a simple precaution, but worth 
attention. Equally.easy and important is the safe | 
storing of soft coal to avoid. fire. Any good coal | 
dealer can give the necessary information. : |

Rock Island, I1!., Oct. 8.—{ Special. }]— 


Experiencing last night its second un- 


derworlde murder in the space of 


scarcely thirty-six hours, Rock Island 
became freshly concerned today in the 
formulation of emergency measures to 
bring about a thorough purging ‘of 
the city of organized vice. 

Though the latest murder, that of 
James (‘‘ Dude”) Bowen, reputed head 
of the colored gambling element, 
created upon the surface no more pub- 
lic stir than did the spectacular shoot- 
ing to death Friday of John C. Looney 
Jr., the latest slaying emphasizes, civic 


leaders declare, the utter necessity of} 


hurling the full strength of the body 
politic against the vice lords’ powerful 
organizations. 

Offer Prayers for “ Our City.” 

Rock Island ministers refrained gen- 
erally in their sermons today from spe- 
cifically referring to the two tragedies. 
It was noted, however, that in most of 
the city’s churches special emphasis 
was placed upon prayers for “our 
city.” 

While the slaying of Bowen, in itself, 
could not be traced by officials in any 
way to the shooting of young Looney, 
the latest murder is taken as proof 
positive of the unabated flourishing of 
luwlessness and vice in the commu- 
nity.

bling bootlegging activities in the 
colored section. Charles Hunter, 75 
year old gambler, whe_served eleven 
years in Joliet for murder, is being 
sought as the slayer. 

Hunter had spent an evening gam- 
bling heavily in one of Bowen’s places, 
it is said, and having lost several hun- 
dred dollars, he hotly accused Bowen 
of furnishing “crooked” dice, and 
threatended to “ squeal” to the police.

and a few moments later his bullet- |

Way to Cheek Demoralization. 


“In our judgment the demoralization 
of industry and commerce in Germany 
and other countries east of the Rhine 
whose currency has depreciated can be 
checked only by putting the export busi- 
ness of these countries on a gold stand- 
ard basis,”’ Mr. Meyervord states. “ The 
failure of Germany to force German ex- 
porters to quote gold standard prices on 
their wares sold in international trade 
has made their business entirely a specu- 
lation.
